G.S.R. 76(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of section 46 
of the Finance (No. 2) Act, 1971 (32 of 1971), the Central Govemment, being 
satisfied that It Is necessary in the public Interest so to do, hereby exempts the 
categories of passengers specified in column (2) of the Schedule hereto annexed 
from the whole of the Foreign Travel Tax leviable under section 45(1) of the said 
Act, subject to the conditions stipulated in the corresponding entry In column (3) 
of the said Schedule.
